Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  19^7 
Madame  Chairman 5 Ladies  and  Gentlemen 9 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1967* 

The  Urban  District  of  East  Dereham  situated  at  approximately  the 
geographic  centre  of  Norfolk  covers  some  59313  acreso  The  main  industries 
are  clock  and  furniture  making  and  engineering. 

The  Housing  programme  proceeded  at  a more  satisfactory  pace  and  the 
construction  of  accommodation  for  the  elderly  and  the  handicapped  was 
commenced.  There  are  still  many  old  properties  in  the  area  beyond  repair 
at  reasonable  cost  and  there  are  also  those  in  the  town  in  lay  out  such 
that  improvement  is  impracticable.  These  properties  have  been  surveyed  and 
will  be  dealt  with  as  and  when  the  economic  climate  permits.  It  is  likely 
that  the  demand  for  new  homes  will  always  outstrip  the  supply. 

The  plans  for  the  neT.\i  sewage  treatment  xvorks  proceeded  and  it  is 
hoped  that  construction  will  begin  early  in  I9680 

The  xvater  consumption  in  19^7  'was  over  forty  six  thousand  gallons 
per  day  more  than  in  I9669  giving  a domestic  consumption  of  35  gallons 
per  head  per  day.  This  is  an  increase  of  4 gallons  per  head  per  day 
on  1966.

The  estimated  mid  year  population  of  85O8O  is  an  increase  of  200 
over  the  mid  I966  population.  This  is  the  same  figure  as  I965/66  - the 
mid  1965  population  being  7988O, 

There  were  129  births  of  which  4 uere  illegitimate  9 that  is  3*15^o 
This  is  a decrease  on  the  past  three  years  - I966  being  8, 9 3^'  and  19^5 
being  6,03/'op  It  is  hoped  that  the  figure  will  not  rise  again^  but  the 
current  trends  of  promiscuity 9 lack  of  self-discipline  and  increasing 
self-indulgence  in  the  world  at  large  are  not  encouraging.  The  birth 
rate  of  16, 98  is  only  a little  below  that  for  England  and  ¥ales9  and  is 
the  highest  for  three  years. 

There  were  107  deaths  in  I987,  This  gives  a natural  increase  of 
22  (births-deaths)  hence  I78  new  residents  came  to  Dereham  in  1987»  1^^ 

three  years  9 the  population  of  this  Urban  District  has  increased  by  590. 

There  were  2 infant  deaths  (ioe.  under  1 year  of  age) 9 giving  an 
infant  death  rate  of  15 » 5 po^  1000  live  births  which  compares  well  with 
that  of  18,3  for  England  and  Uales, 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  8 per  1000  total  births  is  less  than 
a third  of  that  of  the  rest  of  the  country, 

For  yet  another  year 9 it  is  pleasing  to  record  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  was  one  still  birth  giving  a still  birth  rate  of  8 per  1000 
compared  with  14,8  per  1000  total  births  in  England  and  Wales, 

The  death  rate  of  10,56  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11,2) 
50,47^  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  the  75  years  and  over  age  groupj  only 
eleven  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  55  years.  Dereham  continues  to 
be  a healthy  district.

Of  the  total  IO7  deaths  5 ^6  (89.7^0  occurred  over  the  age  of  55  years. 

87  (81,  3?o)  occurred  over  the  age  of  65  years  and  54  deaths  (50.47%) 
occurred  in  the  75  yea^s  and  over  age  group.  Eleven  deaths  occurred  under 
the  age  of  55  years  and  of  these  4 were  due  to  homicide^  one  baby  died 
from  pneumonia  before  reaching  1 year  of  age?  there  was  one  death  from 
leukaemia  in  the  1-4  years  age  groups  and  one  accidental  death  in  the 
25-34  years  age  group.  Hence  betxveen  the  ages  of  5 aad  55  years?  there 
were  four  deaths  due  to  disease.  There  were  no  deaths  in  the  15  years 
to  25  years  age  group-  the  time  of  the  acquisition  of  those  lethal  weapons 
a motor  bicycle  or  a motor  car.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  achievement 

will  be  maintained.  This  is  not  to  say  there  have  been  no  vehicular 
accidents  - only  no  fatal  accidents  in  those  age  groups.  There  was? 
in  fact?  one  fatal  motor  accident  in  the  over  55  years  age  group. 
Considering  the  volume  of  traffic  that  passes  through  the  town?  and  the 
speed  of  much  of  that  traffic  as  it  approaches  the  tot;o?  only  one  fatal 
accident?  tragic  though  it  be?  is  indeed  im^pressiveo 

MALIGNANT  DISEASE 


There  were  19  deaths  due  to  cancer  (l7.7%  of  all  deaths)  and  of 
these  19  deaths?  four  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  (i.e.  21%  of  cancer 
deaths  were  due  to  lung  cancer.)  In  I966  l2fo  of  all  deaths  were  due 
to  cancer  and  of  these  two  were  due  to  lung  cancer  (approximately  17%)* 

CORONARY  HEART  DISEASE 

This  condition  accounted  for  I8  deaths  - 5 "the  over  65  years 
age  group  and  13  the  over  75  years  age  group.  In  areas  of  greater

population  density  coronary  heart  disease  ajppears  to  attack  the  younger 
age  groi^ps.  Mayhe  the  stress  of  modern  living  or  whatever  factor  is 
currently  considered  to  he  the  cause  of  coronary  heart  disease  in  the 
under  45  year  olds  has  not  yet  invaded  East  Dcreham»  It  is  to  he  hoped 
that  it  never  will.  Even  so  this  disease  caused  of  all  deaths 

in  1967  compared  with  18,0851  in  I966,

There  xijere  85  cases  of  measles.  The  usual  pattern  of  measles 
incidence  is  a ’’peak”  in  alternate  years  hut  the  above  figures  show  a 
smaller  than  expected  number  of  cases.  Presumably  the  increased  number 
of  susceptibles  in  the  community  who were  infected  in  I966  reduced  the 
incidence  in  1987»  Measles  is  usually  a Spring  infection.  The 
following  histogram  shows  that  the  maximum  incidence  occurred  in  July 
in  the  5 ■”  9 year  old  age  group  - 57  cases 9 that  is  70,35^'  of  cases 9 
occurred  at  the'  end  of  the  school  year  and  the  beginning  of  school 
holidays. 
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WHOOPING  COUGH 


There  were  48  cases  of  whooping  cough  - more  than  2^  times  the 
number  in  I966,  The  majority  of  cases  occurred  as  previously  noted 
in  those  children  who  did  not  receive  a "booster”  injection  thirteen  months 
after  the  completion  of  the  primary  immunisation  course  against  this 
disease.  Since  no  bacteriological  investigation  was  undertahenj  it  is 
not  known  whether  any  of  the  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  due  to  Type 
lj3  the  incidence  of  cases  due  to  this  type  being  noted  in  other  parts 
of  England,

There  were  three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  3 two  pulmonary  (female 
aged  46?  male  aged  24)  and  one  non-pulmonary  (female  aged  34)o 

One  case  of  tuberculosis  recovered  during  the  year;  there  were 
no  inward  transfers?  and  one  patient  left  the  district.  For  the  third 
successive  year?  there  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  This  emphasises 
the  good  effect  that  better  living  conditions  and  improved  techniques  of 
detection  and  treatment  have  had  on  this  disease  once  known  as  the  iihite 
Scourge c 

B,C,G,  VACCINATION 

The  Norfolk  County  Council  offer  protection  against  tuberculosis 
by  B,C,G,  vaccination  to  children  in  the  13  year  old  age  group.  Though 
tuberculosis  is  no  longer  the  terrible  disease  it  used  to  be  because  of 
the  measures  taken  over  the  years  to  control?  treaty  and  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection?  there  is  still  the  danger  of  the  undetected  case 
in  the  middle  aged  or  elderly  person  with  a cough.

IMUKESATION  SCHM4ES 


The  schedule  of  immunisations  is  as  in  1967*  Primary  immunisation 
with  Triple  antigen  (x^;hooping  cough  j diphtheria  and  tetanus)  and  oral 
poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  commenced  in  the  third  month  of  life  and 
completed  in  the  fifth®  A reinforcing  dose  of  triple  antigen  is  given 
at  18  months  i.e,  thirteen  months  after  the  primary  course. 

The  level  of  immunity  to  tetanus  and  diphtheria  is  again  boosted 
at  5 years  and  10  years  of  age.  In  the  penultimate  school  term^  school 
leavers  are  given  a further  reinforcing  dose  of  tetanus  toxoid.  The 
advisability  of  maintaining  a high  level  of  immunity  to  tetanus  infection 
in  an  agricultural  area  cannot  be  over-emphasised.

The  immunisation  figures  are  slightly  below  those  of  I9669  102 
primary  courses  triple  antigen  given  19^7  compared  with  117  in  19^6  and  134 
primary  courses  of  poliomyelitis  vaocination  were  completed  compared  with 
149  in  19660  The  smallpox  vaccinations  done  1967  (81)  were  the  same 
number  as  in  I966.  Once  again  it  must  be  stressed  that  primary  vaccination 
as  an  adult  can  be  extremely  uncomfortable  and  even  dangerous  in  the  rare 
case?  hence  in  these  days  of ever  increasing  foreign  travel  vaccination  in 
infancy  when  the  side  effects  are  usually  negligible  is  strongly  advised. 

SCHOOL  health  SERVICE  HiTOICiiPPED  PUPILS  REGUL^lTIOilS  1963 

In  accordance  with  the  above  provisions  5 all  school  chilaren  have 
three  medical  inspections  during  their  school  years^  on  entry ^ at 
approximately  ten  years  of  ago  9 prior  to  leaving  the  junior • school  and  in 
the  penultim*ate  year  of  school  attendancce  Thus  the  School  Medical 
Officer  visits  each  school  annually.  Any  defects  detecfed  are  referred 
to  the  patients  general  practitioner  for  investigation  and  treatment. 

Norfolk  County  Council  provide  in  the  School  Health  Service 
routine  screening  test  of  hoaring  of  all  six  year  old  children.  It 
is  important  to  detect  early  those  minor  degrees  of  hearing  loss  which 
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may  account  for  lack  of  progress  at  school,  A child  with  defective 
hearing  can  miss  so  much  that  he  fails  to  make  the  expected  progress. 

Vision  screening  is  also  a routine  procedure. 

All  handicapped  pupils  have  regular 9 usually  annual  inspection 9 
and  special  provision  is  made  for  mentally  handicapped  pupils. 

The  School  Dental  Seir/ice  provides  inspection  and  treatment  for 
all  school  children, 

UATIOllAL  SERVICE  ACT  1948 

S, 22-25  Under  these  sections  are  provideds- 

S,  22  The  care  9 including  dental  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  9 
and  children  under  5 years  of  age  not  attending  school.  This  section 
also  includes  the  provision  of  Child  Welfare  Centres,  A Child  Welfare 
Clinic  is  held  on  the  first  and  third  Friday  of  each  month  from  2 p,m, 
to  4 Pom,  at  the  Health  Office 9 High  Street,  A medical  officer  is  in 
attendance  on  the  third  Friday,  Ante-natal  relaxation  classes  are  also 
held  at  these  premises. 

S,23  Domiciliary  midwives. 

So  24  Health  Visitors. 

So  25  Home  nurses. 

So 28  Care  and  after-care  of  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness 9 
short  term  care  of  mental  illness. 

There  were  23  people  registered  as  subnormal  and  most  attend  either 
a Junior  Training  Centre  or  an  Adult  Training  Centre  $ transport  is 
provided  to  the  former  9 and  the  travelling  cost  of  those  attending  the 
Adult  Training  Centre  is  provided  by  the  Norfolk  County  Council,  Two 
subnormal  persons  attend  a Social  Club 9 held  weekly  at  the  Health  Office, 
Two  persons  were  admitted  to  Little  Plumstoad  Hospital  for  short  term 
care. 

S, 29  Homo  Help  Service, 

This  Service  continues  to  be  of  inestimable  value  to  the  community  , 
23  cases  were  assisted  continuously 9 five  more  than  the  previous  year, 

21  of  these  cases  x^erc  aged  and  infirm.  Hence  the  Home  Help  Service 
makes  it  possible  to  keep  the  elderly  in  their  own  homes  rather  than  in 
institutional  care,  A great  extension  of  this  service  is  needed  to 
cope  with  the  problems  presented  in  care  of  the  elderly.  One  blind 
person  received  Homo  Help  care 9 and  one  maternity  case  was  attended. 
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MEMAL  H^^ALTH  i\GT  1958 


Thirteen  people  were  admitted  to  Mental  Hospital  during  the  year. 
Of  this  numhor  9 uere  admitted  imder  compulsory  provisions  and  4 were 
admitted  informally* 

ITATIONhL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 

During  19^7?  eight  elderly  persons  were  admitted  to  institutional 
care  in  Homes  for.  the  Elderly ^ this  is  five  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year.  This  3 as  previously  stated 3 shows  the  value  of  the  Home  Help 
Service  in  providing  care  for  the  elderly  in  their  own  homes 5 who 
otherwise  would  require  admission  to  County  Council  maintained  Homes* 

YOLUWHARY  ..SERVICES 

There  are  two  Old  Peoples  Clubs  in  the  arca3  both  of  which  are 
well  attended*  The  Meals-on-I^eels  Service  continues  its  good  work. 
This  is  an  invaluable  service  for  it  is  so  easy  ''not  to  bother"  about 
meals  when  one  is  old'^rrly  and  living  alone.  Surveys  have  shown  that 
in  many  cases  9 that  disorientation  in  time  and  place  so  frequently 
labelled  "senility"  has  been  due  to  malnutrition  particularly  lack  of 
vitamins.  Meat  and  fresh  fruit  are  expensive  items 3,  and  so  on  a 
diminished  income  arc  not  on  the  shopping  list.  Hence  "The  Meals- 
on-lJheels"  does  a great  work,

Stage  11  of  the  second  phase  development  of  ^0  dwellings  has  been 
completed  and  20  dwellings  of  the  third  phase  which  is  for  30  dwellings 
were  also  completed,  Work  on  the  x)reparation  of  the  final  phase  for 
roadworks 3 sowers 3 and  27  dwellings  was  put  in  hand.  The  number  of 
Council  dwellings  completed  in  I967  is  as  follows s-

heating  has  been  installed  3 each  flatlet  has  shower  units  in  place  of  a 
bath  and  four  of  the  ground  floor  flatlets  have  boon  specially  designed 
to  accommodate  disabled  persons  in  wheel  chairs 3 work  tops  and  sink 
units  being  at  low  level  and  taps  have  lever  control  arms 9 all  ground 
floor  doorways  are  3 feet  wide  in  place  of  the  standard  2 feet  6 inch 
width  and  steps  have  been  replaced  by  ramps*

140  new  connections  and  supplies  have  been  added  to  the 
distribution  system  during  the  year. 

Mains  and  Extensions 

810  yards  of  4’’  PeV.C.  water  main  and  1,506  yards  of  3"  PoVoC. 
water  main  has  been  installed  on  various  estates  in  the  district. 

Headworks 

The  average  gallons  per  head  per  day  has  risen  from  31  gallons 
to  35  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  11^.  This  is  still  below  the 
national  average  which  is  40  gallons  per  head. 

The  daily  demand  has  nearly  reached  the  estimated  yield  of 
300,000  gallons  per  day.  The  average  daily  demand  from  the  original 
headworks  during  the  last  few  months  has  been  29I9OOO  gallons  per  day, 
together  with  118,000  gallons  from  the  bulk  supply,  giving  a daily 
average  of  4099OOO  gallons  from  the  two  sources.  This  still  leaves 
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a reserve  of  829OOO  gallons  a day  which  can  bo  drawn  from  the  Bradenham 
source?  whilst  a further  100?000  gallons  a day  is  available  from 
Bradenham  in  case  of  an  emergency  for  short  periods.

SE^UGE  DISPOSAL 

Until  recently  the  standard  of  effluent  from  the  Works  has  been 
kept  within  Royal  Commission  standards  by  passing  peak  flows  through  a 
temporary- land  irrigation  system.  The  increase  In  flows  from  nev/ 
development  over  the  last  few  years  has  exceeded  the  capacity  of  the 
irrigation  system^  and  the  Works  by  about  one  quarter,  v/hich  makes  it 
impossible  to  maintain  a satisfactory  effluent  particularly  during  the 
winter  months » Digestion  and  drying  bed  facilities  are  equally 
extended  and,  consequently,  inefficient  and  complaints  of  smell  nuisances 
from  them  caused  the  Council  to  erect  a wind  sock  on  the  site  and  instruct 
the  operatives  to  reduce  their  smell  producing  activities  to  a minimum 
V7hen  the  wind  is  blov/ing  in  the  direction  of  the  town, 

iill  these  difficulties  were  anticipated  by  the  Council  some 
years  ago  and  they  hope  to  be  ready  early  next  year  to  commence  v7ork  on 
a new  and  advanced  type  of  Sewage  Purification  Works  with  particular 
emphasis  on  arrangements  and  equipment  v/hich  will  eliminate  odours. 

Thirty  properties  on  night  soil  were  connected  to  the  main 
drainage  system  or  septic  tanks, 

PUBLIC  CLEAUSING 

The  employment  of  a nev7  large-capacity  vehicle  has  enabled  the 
collection  of  house  refuse  to  continue  on  a v/eekly  basis  in  the  built-up 
area  of  the  tov/n,  which  is  increasing  in  size  at  the  rate  of  180  houses 
per  annum. 

Similarly,  increased  street  scavenging  has  necessitated  the 
purchase  of  a mechanized  road  sweeper  during  the  next  financial  year, 
and  a merhanical  footpath  sweeper  was  acquired  earlier  in  the  year,

The  standards  of  hygienic  handling  and  sale  of  food  continue  to  be 
generally  high  and  may  confidently  be  expected  to  improve  v/ith  the  increasing 
emphasis  on  proper  practice. 

A series  of  lectures  aiid  discussions  based  on  the  practical 
application  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  was  a new  venture  by  the  Council’s 
Public  Health  Department.  The  lectures  were  conducted  by  the  staff  V7ith  the 
assistance  of  outside  specialists  and  films  on  the  subject  from  the  trade 
and  the  Central  Film  Library  of  the  Central  Office  of  Information. 

At  the  end  of  the  course ? candid.. tes  were  invited  to  attend  a Council 
meeting  to  receive  the  Chairman’s  congratulations  for  attending  the  lectures 
and  a food  hygiene  badge?  which  it  is  hoped  they  will  v\rear  during  business  hour^ 

Refresher  courses  of  tliis  type  are  not  only  good  in  themselves?  they 
also  improve  relationships  between  officials  and  food  handlers  and?  finally? 
v/earing  the  badge  should  remind  operatives  of  their  responsibilities  and 
their  customers  that  the  Local  Authority  and  the  trade  in  East  Dereham  are 
interested  in  this  very  important  aspect  of  hygiene.

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OPINION 


The  organic  quality  of  this  v;ater  is  very  good  and  there  is  no 
chemical  evidence  of  pollution.  The  water  has  been  partially 
softened?  the  total  hardness  being  approximately  10  Clark?  of 
which  about  three  quarters  is  temporary.  The  reaction  of  the 
water  is  alkaline?  and  a small  proportion  of  calcium  carbonate 
was  present  in  suspension?  so  that  the  sample  was  not  clear  when 
received. 

In  our  opinion  this  water  is  quite  fit  for  drinking  purposes  from 
the  point  of  viev/  of  public  health.  The  presence  in  the  water  of 
calcium  carbonate  in  suspension  spoils  its  appearance  and  v/ill  lead 
to  the  formation  of  deposits  in  the  mains.  The  suspended  solids 
must  be  removed  before  the  water  can  be  regarded  as  really  suitable 
for  general  distribution.
